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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are currently pending. 

Priority 

2. This application is a 371 of PCT/JP2004/0 19753 filed on December 24, 2004, 
which claims priority benefit of foreign application JP 2003-433417, filed on December 
26, 2003. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-15, drawn to products of formula I and compositions, classified in 
various subclasses of classes 540, 544, 546 and 548. Further restriction based on the 
election may be made. 

Group II, claim(s) 16, drawn to method of using the products of formula I, classified in 
various subclasses of class 514, based on the different ring "A", "Q cyclic group" and 
substituents elected. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under 35 USC 121 or PCT Rule 13.1 because they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features: 

In this case, they do not share the same essential structural element(s) that define the 
"special technical feature" necessary to specify a contribution over the prior art. The 



and distinct substituents, results in so many permutations that no common core can be 
constructed, thus the lack of a special technical feature is apparent. There is no special 
technical feature defining a contribution which each of the inventions, considered as a 
whole, makes over the prior art. Therefore, the claims are not so linked by a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 so as to form a single inventive 
concept, and unity between Groups l-ll and between Markush species is broken. 

Each invention listed above is directed to or involves the use of compounds which are 
recognized in the art as being distinct from one another because of their diverse 
chemical structure, their different chemical properties, modes of action, different effects 
and reactive conditions (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). Additionally, the level of skill in 
the art is not such that one invention would be obvious over the other invention (Group), 
i.e. they are patentable over each other. Chemical structures, which are similar, are 
presumed to function similarly, whereas chemical structures that are not similar are not 
presumed to function similarly. The presumption even for similar chemical structures 




with its many possibilities and many 
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though is not irrebuttable, but may be overcome by scientific reasoning or evidence 
showing that the structure of the prior art would not have bee expected to function as 
the structure of the claimed invention. Note that in accordance with the holding of 
Application of Papesch , 50 CCPA 1084, 315 F.2d 381, 137 USPQ 43 (CCPA 1963) and 
In re Lalu , 223 USPQ 1257 (Fed. Cir. 1984), chemical structures are patentably distinct 
where the structures are either not structurally similar, or the prior art fails to suggest a 
function of a claimed compound would have been expected from a similar structure. 

Election of Species 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Regardless of Group elected, an election of a single compound is further 
required, including an exact definition of each substitution on the base molecule 
(Formula (I)), wherein a single member at each substituent group or moiety is selected. 
For example, if a base molecule has a substituent group R, wherein R is recited to be 
any one of H, alkyl, alkenyl, NRi 3 (C=Xi)Ri 2l NR13SO2R14, etc., then applicant must 
select a single substituent for R, for example NR13SO2R14, and each subsequent 
variable position. A drawing of the exact chemical structure is required. The reply must 
also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Where an election of Group I is made, upon election of a single compound, the 
Office will review the claims and disclosure to determine the scope of the independent 
invention encompassing the elected compound (compounds which are so similar 
thereto as to be within the same inventive concept and reduction to practice). The 
scope of an independent invention will encompass all compounds within the scope of 
the claim, which fall into the same class and subclass as the elected compound, but 
may also include additional compounds, which fall in related subclasses. Examination 
will then proceed on the elected compound AND the entire scope of the invention 
encompassing the elected compound as defined by common classification. A clear 
statement of the examined invention, defined by those class(es) and subclass(es) will 
be set forth in the first action on the merits. Note that the restriction requirement will not 
be made final until such time as applicant is informed of the full scope of compounds 
along with (if appropriate) the process of using or making said compound under 
examination. This will be set forth by reference to specific class(es) and subclass(es) 
examined. 

All compounds falling outside the class(es) and subclass(es) of the selected 
compound and any other subclass encompassed by the election above will be directed 
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to nonelected subject matter and will be withdrawn from consideration under 35 U.S.C. 
121 and37C.F.R. 1.142(b). Applicant may reserve the right to file divisional 
applications on the remaining subject matter. (The provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 applies 
with regard to double patenting covering divisional applications.) 

If desired upon election of a single compound, applicants can review the claims 
and disclosure to determine the scope of the invention and can set forth a group of 
compounds, which are so similar within the same inventive concept and reduction to 
practice. Markush claims must be provided with support in the disclosure for each 
member of the Markush group. See MPEP 608.01 (p). Applicant should exercise 
caution in making a selection of a single member for each substituent group on the base 
molecule to be consistent with the written description. 

The species included in the above inventions do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

a)Each chemical species is a distinct chemical lacking a special technical feature 
in view that the compound of formula I, with its many possibilities and many and distinct 
substituents, results in so many permutations that no common core can be constructed. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of MPEP § 821.04. Process claims that depend from or 
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otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a 
matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, 
to be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai; In re 
Brouwerand 35 U.S.C.§ 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). 

Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above 
policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution either to maintain dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include 
all the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the 
right to rejoinder. 

Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 
121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner 
before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01. Filing of appropriate terminal

disclaimer in anticipation of a rejoinder may speed prosecution and the process of 
rejoinder. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time 
of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement 
will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1 .144. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which of these claims are readable on the elected 
invention. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are 
not patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such 
evidence now of record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants 
or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other 
invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
